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Planes 
Attack 
Cam ps 


SAIGON (AP) - Fifty of 
America’s most powerful bomb­ 
ers, the U S Air Force’s B52s. 
attacked enemy base camps 
along the Cambodian border 
north of Saigon and in the cen­ 
tral highlands Wednesday and 
today. 
Senior U.S. officers said the 
heavy raids were made because 
of “ a lot of enemy activity .” 
Flying in formations of five 
planes each. 10 waves of the 
Stratofortresses dropped 1.500 
tons of explosives. 
The U S Command also an­ 
nounced the loss of two more 
fighter-bombers. a Navy F4 
Phantom downed about 150 
miles north of the demilitarized 
which was hit by enemy fire in 
South Vietnam and crashed into 
Da Nang harbor 
All four fliers were rescued. 
The Navy plane was the 868th 
U.S. warplane lost in combat 
over North Vietnam, while the 
other Phantom was the 286th 
such combat loss in the South. 
The prolonged lull in the 
ground war, now is in its fifth 
week, was reflected in the week­ 
ly casualty report. U.S. head­ 
quarters said 157 Americans 
were killed in combat last week, 
the lowest weekly total since 
early last October. It was the 
fourth consecutive week the to­ 
tal of U.S. deaths was below 200. 
South Vietnamese and enemy 
casualties of 156 and 1.248 dead, 
respectively, were slightly less 
than the week before, but the 
number of Americans wounded 
increased considerably.

Czechs Are 
Confident 
Of Course 


PRA G UE (AP» - The appar­ 
ent isolation of the Kremlin and 
its hard-line allies in the dispute 
with the new reformist leaders 
of Czechoslovakia’s Communist 
party is one of the chief reasons 
why the men in Prague are con­ 
fident that they won’t have to 
change course 
With the Communist world 
congress scheduled in Moscow 
for November, a congress that 
the Soviets have maneuvered 
for several years to arrange, 
the Czechoslovak leaders think 
the men in Moscow are not like­ 
ly to get too tough with them. 


In addition to Romania and 
Yugoslavia, virtually all West 
European Communist parties 
are siding with Prague. The 
West German party is believed 
to be the sole exception, but this 
counts for little since it is con­ 
trolled by the East Germans. 
Even the Spanish Commu­ 
nists. who are heavily depend­ 
ent on Moscow’s support, have 
reminded the Russians of Le­ 
nin’s dictum that Socialist revo­ 
lutions must not necessarily all 
follow one pattern. And the Hun­ 
garians, although they signed 
the Warsaw letter denouncing 
Prague’s liberalization drive, 
are known to be only lukewarm 
in their opposition. 


The Russians have maneu­ 
vered themselves into a “ disas­ 
trous plight, ” one source com­ 
mented. They are bound to lose 
face, no matter what they do. 
But the Czechoslovak leaders 
are anything but gleeful about 
this 


“ The most important task we 
face right now is to pave the 
way for the Russians to get out 
of this,” one Czechoslovak party 
analyst said. 
The fact that the Soviet Polit­ 
büro agreed to meet the Czecho­ 
slovak leadership, and in Czech­ 
oslovakia, is seen here as a shift 
in Moscow’s tactics that may 
signal a change in strategy, too.

Weak Gun Control Bill 
Is Approved by House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House has approved a gun-con- 
trol bill falling far short of Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s recommenda­ 
tions and has sent it on to the 
Senate where final action is not 
expected until September. 
At the same time Wednesday, 
the Senate Judiciary approved a 
similar measure 9-3 and sent it 
to the floor. 
The House bill was approved 
304 to 118 after several amend­ 
ments opposed by backers of 
stronger gun controls 
were 
tacked on 
One such amendment was 
sharply 
criticized 
by 
Rep. 
Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., chair­ 
man of the House Judiciary 
Committee who said it would 
greatly benefit the National Ri­ 
fle As^iation. 
Celler called the amendment 
“ dreadful,” and said that if it 
survives he will stage congres­ 
sional hearings to bare NRA ac­ 
tivities which Celler said “ can’t 
stand the light of day ” 
The amendment was intro­ 


duced by long-time NRA mem­ 
ber Robert L. Sikes, D-Fla., and 
w(H»ld exclude from the bill’s 
provisions the National Board 
for Promotion of Rifle Practice, 
a civilian-military group closely 
allied with the NRA. 
Sikes and Rep. John Dingell, 
I>Mich., a director of the huge 
rifle association, denied that it 
would be the sole beneficiary. 
“ The National Rifle Associa­ 
tion is so insidious, so insistent, 
that they seem to prevail. ” Cell­ 
er retorted. “ But they won’t 
prevail for long.” 
As passed by the House the 
bill: 
—prohibits the interstate sale 
of rifles and shotguns through 
the mail except by licensed 
dealers 
—Prohibits 
over-the-counter 
sale to nonresidents except to 
those from contiguous states. 
This was amended to also in­ 
clude those who sign an affida­ 
vit that their firearm was lost, 
stolen or had become inopera­ 
tive In the latter instance, the 


dealer must report the sale to 
the purchaser’s police depart­ 
ment. 
—Prohibits 
the 
mail-order 
sale of ammunition for pistols, 
revolvers and destructive weap­ 
ons such as bazookas and mor­ 
tars. Excludes over-the-counter 
sales of all ammunition and 
mail-order sales of ammunition 
for rifles, shotguns and rimfired 
.22-caliber shells used in both 
pistols and rifles. 
—Fb-ohibits the sale of long 
guns to anyone under 18 years 
old and hand guns to anyone un­ 
der 21. Ammunition for those 
guns could not be sold to anyone 
in those age brackets. 
—FYohibits the sale of fire­ 
arms to a fugitive; a felon, one 
under indictment; a user of nar­ 
cotics, or a mental defective. 
—Requires that all persons 
engaging in busing as a fire­ 
arms or ammunition manufac­ 
turer. importer or dealer must 
have a license. Gun collectors

For decades Negroes had been harassing 
Jim Crow with legal actions. In 1945. however, 
an important change of tactics was decided 
upon by the NAACF’s Legal Defense and Edu­ 
cational P'und. directed by Thurgood Marshall. 
Rather than attempting to enforce the 
equality part of ‘‘separate but equal" and 
thus make segregation too expensive to work, 
the very concept of segregation itself was to 
be attacked. 
Years of litigation in the lower courts cul­ 
minated on May 17, 1954, when the Supreme 
Court delivered its historic decision outlaw­ 


ing racial segregation in the public schools. 
Though Negroes had won a major battle, the 
war had only begun. The South girded itself 
for resistance, despite the court’s injunction 
to desegregate with "all deliberate speed." 
The ensuing years were filled with racial 
conflict as white America attempted either to 
reverse or ignore or adjust to the new order 
of things. P'ederal vs. state authority reached 
showdown stages in Little Rock. Ark., in 
1957 and on the University of Mississippi 
campus in 1962. 
These were the major skirmishes, but there 
were hundreds of minor ones—on one side, 
burnings and bombings: on the other, "free­ 
dom riders" marches, demonstrations. 
P'our Negro students began the sit-in move­ 
ment in Greensboro, N.C., in 1960. The move­ 
ment spread throughout the South and thou­ 
sands of students were arrested. The Stu­ 
dent Nonviolent Co-ordinating c o m m i t t e e 
("SN IC K ” ) was formed in 1960 and Ameri­ 


cans began hearing about a militant separatist 
group called the Black Muslims. 
Negroes were learning that what laws said 
was one thing, what men did was another. 
"The legal basis of segregation has been 
destroyed,’’ said Martin Luther King Jr. "Our 
job noW is implementation of the decision. We 
must move on to mass action." 
King, who rose to national prominence as a 
result of the Montgomery, .Ma., bus boycott 
in 1955, formed the Southern Christian Lead­ 
ership Conference ("SLIC K "» and became 
the leading apostle of nonviolent resistance 
to discrimination and the greatest Negro fig­ 
ure since Frederick Douglass. 
" I have a dream," King told an audience 
of 250,000 during the March on Washington in 
1963. But continued white violence and resist­ 
ance to desegregation were not to permit 
him to live to see that dream come true.

US Gold Supply Inc re a s e s 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Back 
in March, U.S. officials strug­ 
gled to come up with a plan to 
end a gold crisis and restore 
confidence in the dollar. They 
watched the nations gold pile 
shrink smaller and smaller. 
Now. in a complete reversal, 
the Treasury' Department has 
reported one of the largest in­ 
creases in the U.S. gold suppiv 
in over five years—up $213 mil­ 
lion during June. 
It was the first increase in 


U.S. gold since a $2 million gam 
last September and reversed the 
heavy losses which followed de­ 
valuation of the British pound 
last November 
The increase indicated re­ 
newed overseas confidence in 
the dollar, at least in relation to 
other currencies. 
U.S. officials said the United 
States bought the gold from 
more than one foreign country 
but refused to say which ones. 
The new figures, however. 


support the as yet unconfirmed 
reports that France sold as 
much as $100 million in gold to 
this country- during June to ob­ 
tain the currencies needed to 
weather an ec’onomic crisis. 
It had been Frenc'h policy un­ 
til late 1966 to buy at least $34 
million in U.S. gold monthly but 
she ran short of dollars after 
September of that year. 
France bought more than $2.8 
billion in U S gold under this 
policy from 1962 through 1966. 


In March, at the height of the 
gold CTLsis. the United States 
lost a record $1.2 billion in gold 
before sales to speculators in 
Europe were shut off by abolish­ 
ing the London gold pool 


As members of the pool, the 
United States and six European 
countries fed enough gold from 
their official holdings to meet 
the demand on the private Lon­ 
don gold market and hold the 
price at $35 an ounce. 


A two-pric(' .system was estab- 
iLshed in March one price of 
$35 an ounce for buying and sell­ 
ing among govcrnmenls and the 
other governed by supply and 
demand on the free market

Is it pointless to keep h ammering away 
on th e su bject of accident prev ention? 


One migh t th ink so considering th e 
mou nting toll of death s and inju ries 
th rou gh ou t th e nation. 


Promotion of greater safety on th e 
h igh way s h as receiv ed more emph asis 
consistently th an 
any 
oth er category ^ 
related to sav ing liv es and limbs and 
property damage. 
Since th is h appens to be Farm Safety 
Week th e su bject lends itself to pleas for 
more cau tion and less carelessness in an 
area one migh t believ e is th e safest place 
on earth —th e farm. Bu t th is is a fallacy 
wh ich many Central Missou ri farm folks 
will acknowledge as a resu lt of trau matic 
ex periences 
Statistics 
rev eal 
th at 
approx imately 
8.000 farm residents are killed and anoth er 
700.000 su ffer disabling inju ries annu allv . 
among wh ich are 1.000 death s from tractor 
accidents. 
Someth ing 
not 
generally 
known, 
h owev er, is th e fact th at more th an twice 
as many disabling inju ries occu r in th e 
h ome th an on th e nation’s h igh way s, and 
more persons su ffer disabling inju ries in 
farm residences th an any wh ere else on th e 
farm. 
Here again carelessness and negligence 
are, by far. th e principal reasons for most 


of 
th ese accidents. 
Leon 
J. 
Urben, 
manager of th e National Safety Cou ncil’s 
Farm Department, emph asizes th e need 
for correcting dangerou s conditions su ch 
as loose th row ru gs at th e top and bottom 
of stairwav s. slippery sh ower stalls, make­ 
sh ift ladders, littered rooms wh ere persons 
can trip and fall. Ch ildren are blamed for 
th ese conditions bu t adu lts can sh are th e 
blame, especially th ose wh o leav e th eir 
sh oes in th e middle of a room instead of 
placing th em in a comer ou t of th e wav of 
foot traffic. 
Cru sades for safety embrace warnings 
not only to farm folks bu t to city dwellers, 
su ch as tu rning h andles of cooking u tensils 
to th e back of th e range ou t of reach of 
ch ildren or ev en adu lt persons passing bv . 
Th en th ere is th e careless h andling of 
flammable flu ids, ov erloading of electrical 
circu its, fau ltv wiring, poor h ou sekeeping 
in th e basement, attic and garage; th e 
need of ample illu mination to lessen th e 
possibility of someone stu mbling ov er an 
u nseen object. 
Th e list of safety precau tions is endless. 
Ev ery one can th ink of some personal trait 
of carelessness th at needs to be corrected 
wh eth er th e indiv idu al liv es on th e farm or 
in th e city . National Farm Safety Week is 
an appropriate time to start th inking abou t 
wh at each person can do to stimu late th e 
perpetu al cru sade against accidents.

A Cold Look at Humphrey's 
'T h aw' in Soviet Relations

NEW YORK (NEA) 
Vice P resident H u m ph rey , wh o was once a firm su pporter 
of Com m u nist ‘‘containm ent,” now adv ocates a policy of ‘‘re ­ 
conciliation” in East-W est relations. 
Since h e aspires to be th e nex t president of th e United States 
th is dram atic ch ange in H u m ph rey ’s v iew’s requ ires carefu l 
consideration. 
Is th e tim e ripe for a "th aw ” in th e relations between th e 
U nited States and Sov iet R u ssia? Are th e Com m u nists, in 
v iew of th eir long record of du plicity and su bv ersion, m ore 
tru stw orth y today th an th ey w ere two decades ago wh en th e 
policy of containm ent was first inau gu rated by th e State 
D epartm ent? 
Th e answ er is, of cou rse, th at "rev olu tionary w ars of libera­ 
tion”—th e su bv ersion of th e free w orld—rem ains th e forem ost 
objectiv e of M arx ist-Leninists, w h eth er th ey are pro-Ru ssian 
or pro-Ch inese. 
N ev erth eless, it wou ld be u nrealistic—ev en a seriou s error 
—to ignore th e fact th at since Stalin’s death in 19 53 th e Red 
world h as been reacting to sev ere strains. 
Sov iet leaders repeatedly h av e rev ised th eir foreign policy — 
to v eer between “ h ard” and "soft” policies—and postpone th e 
"inev itable” sh owdown with th e West. 
Th ings do ch ange, h owev er slowly and tortu ou sly . 
Two 
decades ago, as H u m ph rey said in h is statem ent on foreign 
policy , th e United States faced ‘‘an aggressiv e and h igh ly 
centralized Com m u nist bloc.” 
Today , Red Ru ssia and Red Ch ina are engaged in a bitter 
conflict. With Rom ania, Yu goslav ia and Czech oslov akia in­ 
creasingly critical of R u ssia wh ile seeking closer ties to th e 
West, th e Com m u nist cou ntries no longer pose a m onolith ic 
th reat. 
Th e Krem lin leaders are painfu lly aw are of th is. Th ey no 
longer can rely on th eir E ast Eu ropean satellites. And Ch ina 
is an ov ert enem y . 
Th e R u ssians now look for resu lts w h erev er th ey can get 
th em , ch oosing th eir m eth ods on strictly pragm atic ra th e r 
th an ideologically tidy lines. 
For th e present it is in th eir interest to ignore Fidel C astro’s 
protests and seek to ex pand trade with Latin A m erica. 
For th e present, too—u ntil th ey h av e resolv ed th e conflicts 
in th e Red world—th ey also w ant to m aintain th e statu s qu o 
in West Eu rope, at least a tru ce in th e Middle E ast and th e 
reopening of th e Su ez Canal. 
Th e obv iou s reason for M oscow’s u nu su ally co-operativ e 
attitu de tow ard th e A m erican-Sov iet nu clear nonprofileration 
treaty is to restrain W est G erm any from becom ing an atom ic 
power for as long as possible. 
Th e treaty , h ailed by optim ists as a m ilestone in A m erican- 
Sov iet relations, is also M oscow’s ex cu se for deny ing th e E ast 
Eu ropean satellites nu clear energy ey en for peacefu l pu r­ 
poses. 
Th is ex plains wh y R om ania, in an u nprecedented diplom atic 
mov e, decided to sign an agreem ent with th e United States 
for ex panded co-operation in tech nology , science and indu stry . 
Th e K rem lin’s com prom ise on th e nonproliferation treaty 
and th e cu rrent peace mov es in th e Middle E a st are anoth er 
indication th at coex istence will be backed by diplom atic action 
w h enev er Moscow finds it adv isable. It is ev en conceiv able 
th at th e Ru ssians will continu e to aid North V ietnam and th e 
Viet Cong only as long as th is policy appears to be produ cing 
diplom atic gains. 
Th is is, after all, w h at foreign policy is all abou t. Th e 
toreign policy of any cou ntry is sim ply concerned with th e 
ex pansion of its power, influ ence and strategic postu re. 
If th e West is to ou twit th e R u ssians in th e com plex diplo­ 
m atic gam e, it will h av e to be b etter at play ing its cards, or 
simply h old a better h and, and not to confront th e Com m u nists 
with u nacceptable alternativ es—peacefu l coex istence or lim ­ 
ited rev olu tionary w ars. 
Th e Com m u nists rem ain Com m u nists. Th ey w’ill alw ay s be 
ready to ex ploit any w eakness or opportu nities in th e non- 
Com m u nist world. 
Bu t a policy to ease East-W est tensions m u st not necessarily 
be based on W estern ideas of h ow th e Krem lin sh ou ld beh av e.

Restless Student; Here's 
Wh at Makes Him T ick

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Univ ersity professors h av e now begu n to do 
research on stu dent u nrest. 
One su ch u npu blicized stu dy by S. L. Halleck. 
M.D.. 
professor 
of 
psy ch iatry 
at 
Wisconsin 
Univ ersity , deserv es more th an passing interest. It 
seems to su ggest a little knowledge is a dangerou s 
th ing. 
Halleck div ides "th e determined minority of 
restless stu dents” into two grou ps: 
Th e activ ists — th ose wh o "reject th e political and 
economic statu s qu o and are making v igorou s 
attempts to ch ange th e stru ctu re of ou r society .” 
Th e alienated — th ose wh o "reject th e v alu es of 
th eir society as well as th e v alu es of th eir own past 
and are dev eloping a sty le of life wh ich is 
contradictory to th e Western eth ics of h ard work, 
self-denial, su ccess and responsibility ” . . .Th ese 
stu dents "sometimes participate in efforts to ch ange 
th e society bu t for th e most part th ey are with drawn 
and passiv e.” 
"Alienated stu dents and to a lesser ex tent, activ ist 
stu dents find it difficu lt to su stain goal-directed 
activ itv . Th eir capacity to organize for any kind of 
action is limited . . ev en th eir political efforts seem 
h igh ly disorganized. 
"Alienated stu dents liv e at th e edge of despair 
Alth ou gh th ey seem at times to be enjoy ing life, 
th ere is alway s a sense of foreboding abou t th em. 
Often th ey become depressed and su icidal. Activ ist 
stu dents are more emotionally stable bu t are also 
prone to deep feelings of h opelessness and self-pity . 
“ ...m ost alienated stu dents.. .tend 
to seek 
medical 
or 
psy ch iatric 
ex cu ses 
from 
th eir 
obligations at th e first sign of stress. Th ey also h av e 
a discou raging tendency to break laws and to insist 
th at th eir own personal needs and problems are 
su ch th at th ey sh ou ld not be h eld accou ntable for 
th ese actions.. .Wh en stu dents are occasionally 
arrested for smoking mariju ana, th ey almost alway s 
av oid pu nish ment by becoming informants and 
th u s.. .av oid legal accou ntability ... 
"Today ’s restless y ou th s.” say s Halleck, "h av e 
grown u p in a world wh ich h as not been dominated 
by religiou s faith bu t wh ich h as sou gh t many of th e 
aaswers to th e qu estions of life in science.. .In th eir 
adh erence to scientific rationality th ey .. cannot 
accept gu ilt.. Many are afflu ent and h av e grown u p 
in su bu rban commu nities wh ere, ex cept for wh at 
th ey see on telev ision, th ey are sh ielded from th e 
tragedies of life.. Th ey are conv inced th a t.. .man 
sh ou ld be joy fu l and gu iltless... 
"Wh en a person raised with su ch beliefs 
encou nters th e h arsh realities of life, h e h as little to 
fall back u pon. . . He may project h is anger u pon 
th ose wh om h e feels are fru strating h im ...In h is 
conv iction th at th ere are rational solu tions to any 
problem, h e cannot h elp bu t be intolerant of th e 
irrationalities of th ose wh o prev ent progress... If h e 
perceiv es h is own aggressiv e tendencies, h e is 
frigh tened by th em and attempts to deny th em .. In 
h is belief th at life and especially th e sex u al aspects 
of life can be enjoy ed with ou t gu ilt, h e becomes 
h igh ly distu rbed wh en h e discov ers th a t.. a certain 
amou nt of gu ilt is inev itable. He ev en becomes, 
plau ged with additional gu ilt ov er th e realization 
th at h e is gu ilty .. Too often su ch a stu dent find(s) it 
necessary to constru ct ‘dev il’ th eories of h istory in 
wh ich th e ex istence of ev il is attribu ted to only a few 
wh o block th e progress of th e man.”

Pigment-Forming Cells 
In Skin Cause of Mo les

Q — Wh at is th e cau se and treatment of brown 
and black moles? 


A 
— Moles are cau sed by a collection of pigment- 
forming cells in th e deep lay ers of th e skin. Th ey are 
present at birth bu t do not become ev ident u ntil th e 
second y ear of life or later. Wh eth er th ey appear to 
be brown or black depends on th e concentration of 
th e pigment. Th ey sh ou ld be remov ed only if th ey 
are th ou gh t to be u nsigh tly or sh ow malignant 
degeneration — a su dden increase in size or ch ange 
in color. 
Q — I am 18 y ears old and h av e a red birth mark on 
my ankle. Is th ere any meth od of remov al oth er th an 
plastic su rgery ? 
A — You r birth mark can be temporarily masked 
with 
cosmetics 
or 
permanently by tatooing. 
Irradiation with Grenz ray s and freezing with carbon 
diox ide snow h av e also been u sed su ccessfu lly . 
Q — I h av e sev eral small moles on my neck. I h av e 
h ad th em before bu t th ey disappeared. Th inking 
th ey were cau sed by my liv er I u sed to take calomel 
bu t now I can’t get it with ou t a prescription. Wh at 
do y ou recommend? 
A — I wou ld strongly adv ise av oiding calomel. In 
small doses it acts as a lax ativ e and irritates y ou r 
colon. In large doses it cau ses mercu ry poisoning. In 
any case, y ou r moles are not cau sed by th e state of 
y ou r liv er. Th ere are sev eral way s of treating moles 
— see answers to th e prev iou s two qu estions. For 
th e best treatment in y ou r own case y ou sh ou ld 
consu lt a dermatologist. 
Q — I h av e h eard th at my elofibrosis is a h ardening 
of th e bone marrow. A member of my family wh o is 
6 3 h as h ad th is disease for fiv e y ears. Wh at is th e 
prognosis? How does a doctor tell h ow mu ch of th e 
marrow h as h ardened? Is th ere any treatment? 
A — In th is disease th e marrow is replaced by 
bone, a ch ange th at is easily recognized in an X-ray 
film. Th e v ictim u su ally complains of weakness, 
easy fatigability and weigh t loss. Th e cou rse is 
slowly progressiv e bu t it can be h alted for a time by 
blood transfu sion and irradiation of th e spleen or 
remov al of th at organ. Recent reports indicate th at 
massiv e doses of male h ormone with iron and 
corticosteroids are beneficial.

Q — I plan to rent my h ou se wh ile I’m in Eu rope 
for two y ears. Will th is income be tax able? 
A — Yes it will. Howev er, y ou may dedu ct from 
th e rentals y ou receiv e, depreciation as well as th e 
amou nts y ou spend for tax es, repairs and oth er 
ex penses.

People like to buy blood, 
instead

emergencies, which leads to 
one of the major problems 
faced by the Community Blood 
Bank in Kansas City and the 52 
hospitals the bank ser\ es. 
This information was brought 
out in a VLsit to the blood donor 
center at Bothwell 
Hospital 
during one of the regular blood 
collection trips made bv the 
bank to the hospital 
‘‘Persons leaving the hospital 
after emergency treatment in 
which blood transfusions are 
used are asked to donate the 
amount of blood used, or to ask 
a friend or relative to make the 
donation. 
But 
most 
would 
rather just pay for the blood 
used.” Don P'eeback. hospital 
administrator, said. 
If everyone using blood from 
the bank would see that it is 
replaced, there would be little 
need for constant calls for 
donations, it was brought out. 
The 
blood 
bank, 
with 
neadquarters at 4040 
Main. 
Kansas 
City, 
serves 
most 
hospitals in a lOO-mile radius of 
Kansas City which takes in an 
area from around Manhattan. 
Kan., to Sedalia. 


Blotxi is collected by mobile 
units, which carry all of the 
necessary apparatus, including 
beds, 
for 
making 
the 
collections. The units visit all 
major 
population 
centers 
periodically—they 
are 
in 
Sedalia 
about 
every 
two 
months. The hospitals in the 
collection area see that advanc'e 
notice of arrival is publicized to 
give 
everyone 
interested 
a 
chance to donate. 


In Sedalia. the collection unit 
sets up shop in the basement at 
Bothwell 
Hospital—in 
the 
physical therapy room of the 
Children's Therapy Center. Six 
or seven technicians, including 
three or four registered nurses, 
operate the collection point. 


Recently about 60 persons 
from Sedalia and surrounding 
towns made donations. Some of 
these people made previous 
appointments, 
while 
others 
were considered walk-ins. All 
were welcomed.

Rock efeller 
Say s LBJ 
Has Failed 


WICHITA. Kan. (AP) — New 
York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller 
charges that the administration 
of president Johnson has failed 
to 
wage 
an 
effective 
war 
against alcoholism. 


“ It is estimated that there are 
between 5 million and 7 million 
alcoholics in the United States 
today.” Rockefeller said. “ The 
effect of alcoholism on the econ­ 
omy represents an estimated 
loss of $2 billion annually.” 


Rockefeller made the com­ 
ments in a statement made 
public in Wichita today. 


The GOP candidate for the 
presidential nomination said the 
present administration has fail­ 
ed “ to assume a greater role in 
the war against alcoholism by 
providing substantial financial 
and technical assistance to the 
states and localities in their 
continuous efforts to effectually 
combat 
this 
public 
health 
problem.” 


He said the federal govern­ 
ment should undertake more re­ 
search on alcoholism and should 
help the states do more. 


“ We recognize the fact that 
alcoholism is a disease requir­ 
ing extensive treatment and 
rehabilitation, not punishment. 
Therefore, much greater com­ 
munity 
action 
is 
essential 
as well as increased govern­ 
mental participation at the fed­ 
eral, state and local levels. ” 


“ These are needed to utilize 
and develop the most advanced 
therapeutic methods and scien­ 
tific knowledge in order to help 
these people addicted to alcohol 
to their role as active and pro­ 
ductive members of society,” 
Rockefeller said

Two dedicated ba.seball backers 
with a total of $2,500,000 to in­ 
vest in Montreal’s infant Nation­ 
al League team for 1969. 
Charles Bronfman, vice chair­ 
man of the original board of 
seven backers, announced at a 
news 
conference 
Wednesday 
that chairman J. Louis Le­ 
vesque, a Montreal financier, 
had advised Mayor Jean Dra- 
peau and board members that 
he was withdrawing his support 
of the group, 


Marc Bourgie, a wealthy fu­ 
neral director, had announced 
Tuesday he was pulling out of 
the operation. 
However, Levesque’s retire­ 
ment from the scene did not dis­ 
courage Branfman, He said he 
and the four other remaining di- 
rectors -Montrealers John New­ 
man, Sidney Maislin and Lome 
Webster and Robert Isray of 
Chicago -are not disheartened 
bv the moves of the others and 


are working with Drapeau to re­ 
place the pair. 


Montreal and San Diego were 
granted franchises by the Na­ 
tional League May 27 and will 
operate next season as part of a 
12-team, two-division league. 


Bronfman and Webster—the 
only two members of the board 
on hand for the news conference 
—both .said that Levesque had 
simply dwided he wished to 
withdraw. 
When the National League 
owners dwided in favor of 
Montreal, the franchise was 
granted to the city. Gerry Sny­ 
der, energetic vice chairman of 
the Montreal’s executive com­ 
mittee, made the pitch and then 
had to find backers for the pro­ 
posed team.

Neither Bronfman nor Web­ 
ster ruled out the possibility of

I’erini is a 
Boston construction magnate. 
A.sked if the sponsors would 
seek to fill the financial gap by

Bronfman set the franchise 
fee figure at $10 million but ad­ 
mitted it could run closer to $14 
million if bank loans and other 
financing proved nec'es.sary.
